There is a population nearer home than that of 
Corfu, to which some of these remarks are applicable.

The Times on the Emperor’s speech :— 

The single exception to the restraint put upon the 
eloquence of all France is of the most moderate and 
brief character. In the evening, when the triumph 
had gone off so well—nothing happening to mar the 
glories of the day except a little cold water from the con- 
tumacious heavens—the Emperor entertained tie Chiefs 
of his army at an Imperial banquet. Hospitality here 
required a short address, and it was delivered in phrases 
which occupy scafce twenty lines of the faithful 
Moniteur. It is the model of an Imperial speech. 
It is not an harangue or an ofation, but naked 
thought sculptured in language. “There is just enough 
of sentiment, just enough of modesty, just enough 
of approval. He expresses a natural reluctance to 
dissolve the elements of that strength which has 
made itself so motably felt, but he frankly accepts 
the necessity, and that he may promptly reassure 
Europe he dismisses the chiefs that surround him to 
the peaceful occupations of civil life. He reminds 
them of what they have accomplished together, and 
modestly attributes the success which he, an untried 
general, has achieved, to the confidence and obedi- 
ence rendered to him by his elders in arms. [le 
hopes that the words written upon the medal which 
commemorates the campaign of Italy will often recall 
the memory of their comrade and commander—and 
this is all. This was all that preceded the toast of 
“The Army of Italy.“ Whether any means was used 
to mollify the disappointment which some of the Colo- 
nels may have felt at such sensible and judicious phrases 
we do not know, and ought not, perhaps, to care, The 
fact remains, that this little speech is a model of good. 
taste, and, so far as it reters to things past, of truth, 
modestly told. Undoubtedly the Emperor, a civilian 
---for by civil arts he first rose to power---has led a 
large army, and maneuvered that army upon the 
plains of Solferino with the skill of a consummate 
general ; and, as he has a right to be proud 
of his success, so he deserves the credit of 
curbing the ostentatious expression of that pride. When 
he reminds his genera!s ot the disadvantage with which 
he had to contend, in the want of early training upon the 
held, he obliquely compliments himself; but the inference 
is so neatly concealed, that it does not obtrade, and 
arises only when the first impression of the speech is 
past. We must confess, however, that we cannot sce in 
the Emperor’s inexperience of actual service, any grave 
disadvantage in leading an army. History, if her teach- 
ing is wor h anything, teaches that a civilian of intelli- 
gcnce and the requisite mural courage, after some study 
of strategy, is quite as likely to make as good a general 
as one who has passed his life upon the manual and pla- 
toon—that mere alphabet of the art of war, upon which 
the British officer generaliy spends his whole life. Great 


to break away from the meshes of professional pedantries, 
and to invent for themselves some new art of 
strategy. It has always been by a bold divergence 
from old rules that great victories have been won, 
nd a man who has read, and laboured, and meditated 
outside the professional circle is better educated for a 
general than aman who has to unswathe hiniselt from 
the bands that have sustained him during the past por- 
tion of his lite, and to accustom to inde exercise 
a mind which has hitherto known no virtue but obe- 
dience. We could wish that if the time of need should 
ever come we may have many men who have educated 


themselves for command as well as Louis Napoleon has. 


The Daily News, on the Italian Duchies :— 

The fate of the Italian Duchies is just now hanging 
in the balance, and it is of he utmost importance‘ that 
while there is yet time every effort should be made to 
secure for them their recently gained right of indepen- 
dent action. This right is threatened os all sides, and 
nothing but the utmost firmness and vigilance on the 
part not only of these States themselves but of their 
political friends in Europe, can prevent the success of 
the conspiracies that have been revently formed, and are, 
now in secret operation against them. Fortunately, the 
right ot the Duchies to self-government isa European 
question—one, therefore, in which the neutral 
Powers may fuirly claim to have a voice. ‘These States 
are not the spoil of war, and their fate cannot legit i- 
mately be decided hy the belligerent Emperors, hey 
are, indecd, mentioned in the Articles of Villafranca ;

The Globe on the Russian Loan :— 

With the prospect, indeed almost certainty, of an 
abundant harvest at home, and more than an average 
yield in the Western States of America and Canada, 
money would, under ordinary circumstances, remain 
easy, were it not for the foreign loans which may be ex- 
pected to be thrown on the market. Already we have 
a Russian loan offered ostensibly to make Russian rail- 
way, but in reality to furnish the means of increasing 
the military and naval resources of the empire. With- 
out presuming to question the wisdom of the policy of 
the Czar, British capitalists will do well to 
consider whe her it is prudent on their part to furnish 
the means by which Russia may become one of the 
most formidable powers in the world by land and sea. 
It is far otherwise in affording aid to India, Australia, 
and Canada, to devalop the almost unbounded resources 
of those magnificent territories, the returns from which 
will give a mighty impulse to our commerce and ship- 
ping. Should foreign loans be encouraged on the Stock 
Exchange, the returning commercial confidence will be 
seriously checked, as the mercantile community cannot 
calculate what will be the effects on the money market, 
some time hence, especially if a failure of the harvest 
should occur next year. |

THE FOG-BELL AT THE COPELAND ISLANDS. 
Mr. Kemp, of the North Lancashire Steam Navigation 
Company, appeared betore the board, and made some sug- 
gestions as to the altering of the position of the fog-bell 
on he Copeland Islands. There were (he said) many 
instauces where sounds might be heard in one position 
and not in another, and therefore it was a question 
whether the bell was placed in a proper position, so as 
to be heard at the greatest distance or in particular 
places.

It might be a 
great safeguard to the place if a lighthouse or a good 
beacon were put on the Mew Island. 
The Chairman said that on the 6th instant the Har- 
bour Commissioners visited the Copeland Islands 


They had the machinery put in motion, and the fog 


bell rung, and it was a very extraordinary circumstance 
that when they came down the boatman said he had not 
heard it at all. It was the opinion of the late Captain 
Pirrie that the ligithouse should be placed on the 
Mew Island. i 

After some conversation as to the importance of the 
matter, and the interest taken by the Commissioners in 
the safe navigation of the port, it was agreed that a 
special meeting should be called for the purpose of con- 
sidering the subject, and that whatever plans gentlemen 
best acquainted with nautical measures could suggest, 
the board would make that representation to the Ballast 
Board in Dublin.

WESTPORT HARBOUR COMMISSIONERS. 
Lord John Browne, M. P., in the chair.—J. Sidney 
Smith, William Livingstone, sen., William Livingstonc, 
jun., R. Buchanan, Neal Davis, W. Pinkerton, and 8.

There was a special meeting on yesterday to take 
into consideration the present state of improvements in 
the harbour. It appeared from the statement of Mr. 
Deverell (engineer) that considerable progress had been 
made in widening and deepening the channel, and re- 
moving a large ledge of rock callea the “ Morekelly 
Rocks.” This latter operation has been a most diffi 
cult and expensive one, involving the blasting of the 
rocks and the constant working of the Stream Dredge. 
The channel has been widened at these rocks to a 
width of over 200 feet where it had been only 70 feet. 
The expenditure has been over £900, being a balance of 
the fund obtained by Lord John Browne, M.P., and 
Captain Palmer, M.P., for the improvements of the 
harbour of Mayo, Strong hopes are entertained that 
a large yortion of the Morekelly Rocks will be removed 
by the expenditure of the balance now in hands. 


DEATH OF SIR JOHN SLADE. 

The death of General Sir John Slade, Bart., G. C. B, 
loses to the army its oldest living member, save one. 
Had he lived but a few months longer he would have 
completed 80 years of military service, his commission, 
as Cornet in the 10th Hussars, bearing date May 11, 
1780, and with the exception of Gcneral John M‘Kenzie, 
who worcher Majesty's uniform as far back as the Ist o 

January, 1778, no officer of the army can point to the same 
term ot service. Sir Jolin plade became a major-general in 
1809, exactly 50 years ago,and he commanded a brigade 
of cavalry in the Peninsula in that aud the preceeding 
year, under Sir John Moore. In the subsequent Penin- 
sular campaigns, under the Duke of Wellington, he 
retained his command, covering the retreat to Torres 
Vedras, and sharing in many cavalry affairs, as well as 
i» the battles of Fuentes d’Onor, Sahaque. Benevento, and 
Busaco, for which, along with Corunua, he had the gold 
war-medal with one clasp, and the silver medal with two 
clasps, besides being twice honoure by the thanks of 
Parliament for his services. He hecane Colonel of the 
5th Dragoon Guards in 1831, which appointment is ren- 
dered vacant by his death. 

The deceased general belonged to a Somersetshire 
family, was born in 1762, and was in his 98th year. The 
baronetcy, which was coaferred upon him in 1831, is 
inherited by his eldest surviving son, Frederick William 
Slade, the well-known Queen's Counsel, who is t win bro- 
ther of General Marcus Slade, the Lieutenaut-Governor 
of Guernsey. The next brother is Sir Adolphus Slade, 
R. N., who, as Muchaver Pacha, is the head oftthe Turk- 
ish navy. Of the male branches of Sir John's numer- 
ous family the greater portion are in the army, and 
nearly ag one of them have earned distinction in their

Keneally v. Carville and Sous. 
sy DEMURRAGE. 

This was a suit instituted by the master of the brig 
Princess Royal, of Yarmouth, N. S., against the firin of 
Francis Carvill and Co., of Newry, for the recovery o! 
£54 for vine days demurrage, or detention cf the vessel. 
with a cargo of timber and deals. 1 
It appears from the plauintiff's ease. that on the arriva 
of the vessel at Newry, he notified the fact to the 
consignees, and that he Was ready to discharge the carg» 
on getting a bank guarantee for payment of freight. 
‘This the merchants refused, and the ve-sel did not com- 
mence discharging until the “lay days” expired, wnen 
an arrangement was made for payment of the freight 
each day as the cargo was delivered. The delivery was 
not completed until nine days after the ex- 
piring ot the “lay days,” for which the Master 
now claimed demurrage at the rate of £6 per day. 
Oa the part of the impugnant, it was contended that the 
delay or detention was solely attributable to the master 
in demanding a bank giiafantee, which, under the cir- 
cumstances detailed in his owti letters, he was not en- 
titled to. Also, that the impugnants being only indorsees 
of the bill of lading, were not bound to the payment of 
demurrage as stipulated fur in the charter party, 
they not being partics to that instrument, and 
the clause as to the demurrage, not being 
inserted inthe bill of lading, which only had re- 
ference to “ Freight, as per Charter party.”

FRAUDS ON LIFE ASSURANCE COMPANIES. 
(From the Quater'y Review for July.) 

The first notorious fraud perpetrated through the in- 
strumentality of assurance was in 1730. A man and 
woman of the semi-genteel class, the woman about 
twenty, and the mati old enough to be her father, resi- 
dents of St. Giles’s, were the actors. Scene the first 
was t: e seeming deathbed of the lady, round which the 
neighbours were hastily summoncd in the middle of the 
night by her male companion, who called her his 
daugliter and said that she had been suddenly seized with 
pains in the heart. Before the doctor could arrive she was 
to all appearance a corpse, and after feeling her pulse he 
solemnly pronounced that all was over. Her remains 
were enclosed in a coffin and buried, The man claimed 
the amount insured on her life and disappeared. Not 
long after, a couple who had come to reside in Queen 
Square began to disturb the gossips of that then not 
unfashionable quarter. They did not profess to be 
married or otherwise related, and yet were every where 
together; but they kept a pleasant house; and when 
that is the case, er com pe are commonly disposed to 
shut their eyes to all but undeniable indications of im- 
propriety. When this mode of life bad been continued 
long enough to pave the way for the catastrophe, it 
came in the same shape as before—a heart complaint, a 
death stru: gle, a desponding doctor, and a funeral. 
Again the insurers, individual and associated, bled to 
the tune of several thousands. 

The same couple are supposed to be identical with 
an individual who figured some years later at Liverpool 
asa merchant, and his alleged niece, who kept honse for 
him. On this new arena lie came out in the grave, deco- 
rous, and eminently respectabie line, subscribing to 
charities. going regularly to church, and yielding to 
mundane variiies and indulgences, only so far as to give 
good dinners. After a time, he took the tone of one who 
had sustained unexpecied reverses,which compelled him to 
burrow money on the security of property, depending on 
his niece’s life. He effected policies accordingly; and the 
old game was played over again for the third time with 
similar success. 80 consummate was his acting, that 
when, after a decent delay, he left Liverpool u der the 
pretence of escaping saddening reminiscences, he was 
not suspected ; and it was only when the three adven- 
tures became known, and the circumstances were col- 
lated, that the truth broce upon the victims of the

Mr. Arkins did not understand Mr. Thorpe’s object. 

Mr. Thorpe said his object was very plain. It was 
simply to kuow what effect the improved dictary had 
upon the number of those hitherto believed entitled to 
hospital diet. 

The Chairman—The change suggested by the com- 
missioners has not been long enough in practice to enable 
any one to arrive at a proper conclusion as to the effect 
of the commissioners order. Tiree or six mouths 
should be allowed to elapse before the inspector could 
ascertain from the medical officers what the exact result 
was. 

Mr. Thorp said he was perfectly willing to wait for 
six months if the information he desired could not be 
obtained sooncr. 

Dr. Kirkpatrick said it was quite impossible, at the 
present season, and with so short a trial, to form a cor- 
rect opinion upon this ery important question. They 
were aware that every mau at ull capable of labour went 
out of the house in the summer months, and the medi- 
cal officers had put all upon the ordinary hall diet that 
they could with any propriety. In fact they had, as far 
as possible, endeavoured to meet the wishes of the beard 
upon this matter. He (Dr. Kirkpatrick) was most 
anxious that Mr. Thorpe would take thé trouble to walk 


any person on the hospital diet who was not a proper 
subject for it. Should he in his investigations find that 
the medical officers had abused the liberty given to them 
or the funds of the institution, he was quite willing to 
bear his proportion of the blame. 

Mr. Thorpe objecied to the remark which Dr. Kirk- 
patrick had just made. Ile made no complaints about 
his conduct or that of his colleague; neither had he made 
any inquiries about the condition of the inmates in the 
wards, His object in giving the above notice was merely 
to obtain information. 

Dr. Kirkpatrick—Well you must wait for a winter to 
see the operation of the new system, for nearly every 
able bodied man in the house has left it. 

Mr. Butler thought it would ve best for Mr. Thorpe 
to withdraw his motion. There was no doubt that Dr. 
K rkpatrick was anxious to do his duty, and therefore 
he ought to leave the matter in his hands. 

Mr. Arkins---I believe, Mr. Chairman, from your posi- 
to. vn this board you have more information about our 
union than any other member of the board.

Their staff was lower in comparison than others, and the 
vost of maintenance and clothing was lower than in many 
others, including the South Dublin Union. It was also 
less than in the Connaught unions. 

Mr. Arkins then said he was very glad that the testi- 
mony of the chairman upon this important matter was 
furnished, and hoped it would be laid before the public. 
Mr. Butler remarked that their expenses were fre- 
quently higher than those of the South Dublin Union. 
Dr. Brady regretted that Mr. ‘Thorpe had brought 
forward the question iu the shape he did.

Ixpia (TERRITORIAL AccounTs).--- Accounts respect- 
ing the territorial revenues and disbursements of the 
government of India for the year 1857-8 have been pre- 
sented to Parliament. ‘Ihe total revenue receipts of all 
the Presidencies of India of the said year amounted to 
431.706.776, and the total payments out of the income 
to £6,162,326, leaving 425.480,94 1 as the netun! receipts 
into the Government Treasury. ‘The gross recetpis 
rere: From land revenue, £17,310,195 ; from customs 
22.148.884; from salt, 4, 131.346; and from opium, 
£6,865,209. The remaining items are hardly worth 
notice. The total chirges on the revende in India and 
England amounted to £39,570,998, whier balanced 
against the gross receipts (£31,706, 776), leaves Sn ©* 
cess of expenditure, or a deficiency of no less tha. 
£7,864,222. The estimated revenue for 1858-9 was 
433,806,294. and the estimated charge in India and Eng 
land £17,199,431, thus leaving an estimuted duileien 
for that year of 413.393.137. ‘This is tantanronmnt to a 
deficiency of more than 420,000,000 in two years. The 
charges defrared in England on account of the Inn 
territory for 1857-38 was £5.051,555. The a tra! de- 
ficit onthe acevunts of all the territories ant ch pirt- 
ments under the immediate control of the government 
of India in 1857-58 was £11.610,734, and for the uext 
year, 1858-59 it was estimated at 415,906,754. !'

Emperor’s reception there as all that he could 
have desired. It must be taken into account that a very 
large proportion of the seats there were occupied by pub- 
lic functionaries and their families. The troops, and 
especially those regiments which had seen him in the 
midst of them at Magenta and Solferino, cheered him 
heartily as they passed. When the wounded, who were 
' preceded by some ot the chaplains of the army, passed 
before the Emperor, he advanced a few steps, removed 
his cocked hat, and saluted them. This, as you ma 
suppose, was the signal for much applause. At 3fo’cloc 
all was completely over, the Emperor returned to the 
Tuileries, and the vast crowd dispersed. A considerable 
portion of it had been scattered by the rain, which 
cleared the roofs of the houses most effeetually ; 
sending their adventurous occupants (among whom 
were many well-dressed women) popping in through 
garret windows like rabbits scared into their burrows. 
Fortunately the evening proved fine, there was no wind 
and the illuminations prospered. These were not gen- 
eral (many being reserved for to-night), but were suffi- 
ciently numerous and brilliant to produce a good effect. 
The Boulevards, the Place Vendome, the Rues de la Paix 
and Rivoli were the best lighted, and up to 11 o’clock 
were so crowded that at many points was im- 
possible; and persons who were not content to stand still 
and stare about them were compelled to make circuits 
by back streets. The crowd was mostorderly and good 
humoured, and there was little apparent police. The 
public buildings anda great many private houses were 
lit up with gas and coloured lanterns, in many 
places coloured lamps were hung from the branches of 
trees. The garden at the back of the Elysée was 
beautifully illuminated. Strings of coloured lamps were 
suspended completely across the Boulevard Mont- 
martre. The little garden round the triumphal column 
at the corner of the Opera Comique was lighted up 
and the gleam of the lamps on the shrubs and flowers 
rodticed a very pretty effect. A loyal sailor on the 
zoulevard des Italiens had embroidered his premises 
with foliage, supporting numerous lanterns of coloured 
paper, but, by some misfortune, nearly all the candles 
wnt out at a very early hour, giving rise to a suspicion 
that he had been making des economies de bouts de 
chandelle. A line of gas jets ran all round the 
Pace Vendéme. On the Place du Carrousel the 
| triumphal arch was surmounted by numerous 
. coloured lamps, while columns of gas supported 
eagles, stars, and the letter N with a crown above 
it. Before every window of the Tuileries and of the 
New Louvre were placed the Imperial arms. It would 
be wearisome to detail all the adornments of the town—- 
the fiery eagles and flaming crowns, and other devices 
and allegorical ornaments.

The defile of Marshal MacMahon’s 
corps was opened by three chaplains, followed by the 
band of the Turcos, whose native music, fortunately for 
our ears, was silent; a detachment of Engineers came 
after the band, and were in turn followed by the Regi- 
ment ot Turcos. The men of different races excited the live- 
liest curiosity. There were Frenchmen, Arabs, and negroes 
among them. Their flags, small guidons, displayed the 
erescent of Islam and open hand, the preservative against 
the Evil Eye. The dress of the men like that of the 
Zoua ves, except that the jacket and baggy trowsers were 
of light blue cloth, was excessively picturesque. Their 
white turbans, which contrasted so well with the swarthy 
faces of the Africans, threw % sickly pallor over the 
countenances of the Europeans. Several of the officers 
were natives, some wearing the turbaa and others a lofty 
fez. ‘The Turcos were followed by the 45th, 65th, (in 
whose ranks marched half-a-dozen pompiers and eleves 
de St. Cyr, with their friends and relatives), and the 70th 
Regiments ofthe line. Then came a detachment of 
Artillery, similar to what hasfbeen already described, the 
band of the 11th Chasseurs de Vincennes, a detachment 
of Engineers, the battalion of the 11th Chasseurs (one of 
whose officers led by a string a handsome long-haired 
goat, whose full udder almost trailed upon the ground), 
the 71st and 72nd Regiments of the Line. Next came 
the 2nd Regiment of Zouaves, distinguished by their 
green turbans, one of whom, short and thick-set, had a 
very English look, increased by the square way in which 
he wore his strange head gear. These. were followed by the 


2nd Regiment of the Foreign Legion, whom the spec- 


tators strangely saluted with cries of “Vive la Ligne,” 
until the mistake was discovered. The legionaries are 
only distinguished from the French line by having the 
figures of their regiment in brass numerals on their hepis 
and wearing a leathern pouch round the waist in front. 
Among them were natives of all countries, even natives 
of our islands; and one could not help viewing with feel- 
ings of regret, those mercenaries who have snapped asun- 
der the ties of home, who have renounced theif country, 
and whose fate is to lead the way whenever a ditch has 


to be bridged over with dead men, or when a breach has 


to be stormed, or a battery taken. Their post is in 
the van of battle, and to be ready for every desperate 
service, 

Marshal Canrobert next appeared, with his body 
thrown back almost on the haunches of his horse, and, 
as the French say, his “ nez au vent.“ The defile of his, 
the 3d corps d’armee, was 2 by the band of the 8th 
Chasseurs de Vincennes, followed by a detachment of 
Engineers. ‘Then came the battalion of the 8th Chas- 
3 ; the 25th, 98th, 41st, and 56th Regiments of the 

ne. 

At this moment (10 minutes to 1 o'clock) the elouds, 
which had been lowering for some time past, began to 
discharge their contents, with rere intervals, until the 
defile was terminated. The spectators (about four-fifths 
of whom dispersed to their homes) that remained and 
the troops were speedily wetted to the skin. His 
Majesty stood out bravely tinder the rain, without 
seeming to take any notice of it. He bared his head 
as each regiment passed—to a detachment of Artillery, 
the band of the 19th Chasseurs de Vincennes, a detach- 
ment of Engineers, and a battalion of the 19th Chasseurs ; 
the 43rd, 44th, 64th (the red part of whose flag had been 
completely washed away), a detachment of Artillery, a 
squadron of gendarmerie, and a battalion of Artillery. 

The 4th corps d’armee, commanded by Marshal Neil, 
entered the place during 4 short cessation of the rain, 
when the Prince Imperial was carried down from the 
balcony by his ecuyer, and lifted on to the sabble-bow 
of the Emperor amid the loud applause of the spectators, 
who seemed marvellously moved at this proof of pa- 
rental affection and unbending of martial dignity. The 
defile commenced with the band of the 5th Chasseurs de 
Vincennes, followed by a detachment of Engineers. 
Then came au pus accelere, the battalion of the 5th 
Chasseurs; and, after a pause, the 30th, 49th (the 
centre of whose has been entirely shot away), the 
6th and 8th regiments of the line ; next adetachment of 
artillery. While the last was marching past a vivan- 
diere appeared upon the sene, halting with difficulty 


(she had been wounded in the left leg) on crutches, and 


accompanied by two private soldiers of the line, one of 
whom advanced to present a petition to the Emperor. 
A mounted Cent Gard rushed forward to prevent this 


violation of etiquette. On a sign from the Emperor he 
took the paper and handed it to his Majesty, who 


pocketed it and nodded kindly to the poor woman. 
After this incident came the band of the 6th Chasseurs, 
a detachment of Engineers, the battalion of the 6th Chas- 
seurs, the 52d, 73d, 85th (among whom was a captain 
with a black patch over the right eye), and the 86th 
Regiments of the Line; a detachment of Artillery 
closed the march of the 4th corps p rig and made 
way for the cavalry of the Guard. 


Through the fast-pelting rain came this magnificent 
mass of horsemen, composed of the following regiments :— 
Gendarmerie of the Guard, Horse Chasseurs of the 
Guard, Guides, Lancers of the Guard, Dragoons de 
’Imperatrice, I believe, and two regiments of Guiras- 
siers, one with light blue and the other with green uni- 

8,and whose steel breast and back plates, tarnished 
by the rain, looked like oxydized silver. As the last 
horseman passed, the Cent Gard, into whose custody had 
been given the riddled flags of the regiments that had 
most distinguished themselves, and the conquered Aus- 
trian standards, mounted. When the defile had finished 
the Emperor, followed by these Cent Gardsand his Staff, 
among whom were two toreign officers, Russian and

grand general committee, whose duty it will be to 
consider the reports and decide on some plan to be 
laid before the Emperor. The committees ate nearly 
unanimous in admitting the feasibility of the question 
submitted to them, but great difficulties have been raised 
as to the proposition to endow the serf with his house 
and land. Some suggest that the serfs on each estate 
shall be placed in a village to be formed at one corner of 
the property, their houses being transported there, or 
wood given them for building new ones. Others contend 
that the serf should be set entirely free without land or 
house. The ground for these objections consists in the 
fact that an immense number of serfs reside in the im- 


mediate vicinity of the landowners’ chdteaur. If each of 


these becomes the owner of his house and land, the lords 
declare they will become prisoners in their castles, and 
will cease to be owners of their éstates. The Govern- 
ment replies that if the serf bé freed without house or 
land he will starve before obtaining employment, and it 
fears that if the masters be permitted to fix the sites 
for the proposed villages the emancipated serfs will be 
but ill lodged. Meanwhile, the papers daily report the 
speeches made by the members of the various com- 
mittees at the close oftheir labours, on which they 
comment in very fair style. 

The war proved a great civiliser for many of the serfs. 
The blockade threw out of employment an immense 
number of labourers at St. Petersburg, whose curiosity 
became excited as to the events of the day. ‘Those who 
had received some education spent their mornings in read- 
ing bulletins, &c., to their fellow-workmen. At the 
various pot-houses near the mills the landlords gave 
refreshment gratis to those officials who would read 
the papers aloud, so as to attract customers, The de- 
mand caused an increase in the supply, and at this mo- 
ment there are 50 or 60 daily, weekly, and monthly 
papers published at St.Petersburg,three-quarters of which 
are written in Russian, and by far the greater portion 
started since the war. The most reliable information and 
the most free discussion are to be found in the Russian 
rather than in the French or German papers. The Go- 
vernment seems anxious that the internal condition of 
the empire should be fully discussed at home, without 
permitting the rest of Europe to take part in the debate. 
Russian local, papers are also to be found throughout the 
entire empire; indeed, there is hardly a government with- 
out one. Inthe St. Petersburg papers we find pretty 
tair reports of the proceedings in the English Parliament, 
translations of articles from the Times, accounts of the 
late war in Italy, comments on home and foreign af-

AUSTRIAN Prisoners IN FRANCE. The number of 
Austrian prisoners in France at the conclusion of the 
war amounted to 10,000. “Of these 1,000 are sent home 
daily through Strasburg. Orders have been given to 
hand to each Austrian non-commissioned officer or 
soldier 10f. on his quitting the French territory. The 
Austrian prisoners are all conveyed to Strasburg by rail- 
way. i 

The monster steam frigate built in America for the 
Russian Government, on the lines of the United States 
trigate Niagara, has arrived at Cronstadt from New York. 
She is called the General Admiral, out of compliment to 
the Grand Duke Constantine, who is at the head of the 
Russian navy, and is not yet fitted as a ship-of-war with 
her formidable armament, but made the voyage frorh 
America freighted with a large atid valuable cargo of 
cotton, sarsaparilla, and other produce of the United 
States. She drew too much water to enter the Baltic by 
the Sound, and came through the Great Belt, where the 
channel is considerably deeper, though more dangerous, 
from the number and extent of the sand-banks among 
the Danish islands. - 

Tue Care or Goop Horx. -A file of the Cape Town 
Monitor brings intelligence 12 days later than that by 
the Athens, which left June 20, and arrived at Plymouth 
July 28. Parliament continued in session, but would 
soon be dissolved. The Governor has consented to an 
important deviation in the course of the Cape Town and 
Wellington Railroad. Instead of passing in a straight 
line from Salt River to Eerste River, it is now to follow 
a direction parallel to the main road, and then bend to 
Eerste River, across Kuil’s River.

Witness---Oh, dear no ; I had to get two members of 
the College of Physicians, who had known me for a con- 
siderable period. They then certify that I am a proper 
person to receive such a degree, and it is then granted. 

Sergeant Parry---You got such a certificate, and then 
the degree followed ? 

Witness-—Yes ; it merely entitles you to call yourself 
“doctor.” That’s all. 

The Lord Chief Baron---You are a member of the 
College of Surgeons ? i 

Witness—Yes, my lord; and also a licentiate of the 
Society of Apothecaries. 

The next witness examined was Dr. Bird, the partner 
of Dr. Julius. This gentleman’s evidence has also 
repeatedly been published. He was decidedly of opinion 
that the death of Miss Bankes was caused by the constant 
administration of a mineral poison in small duses. 

Sergeant Parry, in cross-examination—Did you form 
any decided opinion that this lady was the subject of 
slow arsenical poisoning before you were told so by Dr. 
Julius ? 

The Lord Chief Justice—He does not say so. He 
says he is of opinion that death was caused by the ad- 
ministration of a mineral poison in small doses. Arsenic 
or antimony would produce the effect: 

Sergeant Parry, to witness—Well, have you formed 
an opinion that death was caused by arsenical poison- 
ing ? 

Witness—Yes, I have. 

Sergeant Parry—During your attendance on the lady 
did you administer bismuth, ascetate of lead, and nitrate 
of silver ? 

Witness—Yes. [Dr. Bird, by reference to his book, 
explained the manner in which the medicines he supplied 
were mixed. | 

Sergeant Parry Have you not come to the unfavour- 
able opinion you have expressed as to the cause of this 
lady’s death partly from what you have observed and 
partly from what Mr. Smethurst told you? 

Witness—I have. 

The Lord Chief Baron—Did the symptoms as de- 
scribed to you by Dr. Smethurst differ from your own 
observation? 

Witness—Not at all. 

The Lord Chief Baron—Did what the lady tell you 
herself agree with what you yourself saw? 

Witness—Entirely. | 

Mr. A. W. Caudle, assistant to Drs. Julius and Bird, 
was. next examined by Mr. Clark. He explained the 
different mixtures made up and sent to Miss Bankes. 
When he received the prescription, directing him to mix 
two drops of prussic acid, of Scheele’s strength to each 
dose of the mixture, he thought it was rather a large 
quantity, and Dr. Julius: being from home, he 
gave four drops of prussic acid of pharmacopic instead 
of two drops of Scheele’s. 

The Lord Chief Baron—Why did you do that? 

Witness—Because four drops of the pharmacopic 
prussic acid would be under the strength of two drops of 
Scheele’s. [Mr. Caudle then explained the sealing up 
of the jars containing the two evacuations given to him 
by Dr. Julius, to be sent to Mr. Buzzard, of Great 
Marlborough-street, London. | 

Mr. Clark—In any one of the prescriptions you made 
up and sent to Miss Bankes, was there any arsenic, 
antimony, or bichlorate of mercury ? 

Witness—Most certainly not. 

Cross-examiried by Mr. Sergeant Parry—lI do not 
think there is any difficulty in mixing nitrate of silver 
into pills. 

Mr. Julius, jun., proved taking the bottles containing 
the evacuations to Mr. Buzzard’s; and Catherine Murray, 
domestic servant to that gentleman, stated, that she 
took them in and left them on the parlour table. Dr. 
Buzzard, surgeon, of Great Marlborough-street, said he 
took the bottles to Dr. Alfred Taylor, when the bottles 
were opened and a portion of their contents taken out 
for analysis. 

Mr. Barwell, assistant-surgeon at Charing-cross Hos- 
pital, stated the appearance of the body on a post mortem 
examination. 

ILLNESS OF THE FOREMAN OF THE JURY. 

At tliree minutes to two o'clock the foreman of the 
jury was taken suddenly ill. Mr. Barwell, who hap 
pened to be giving his evidence at the time, instantly 
rendered him assistance, [and in a moment afterwards 
Drs.

Prosecution BY THE Excise—Mr. Richard Polson 
was summoned at the suit of the Revenue, for 
having illegally, without license, disposed of spirituous 
liquors on his premises, No. 11, Dame-street. 

Mr. Killinger appeared on behalf of the Inland Re- 


venue to prosecute. 
Mr. William Sidney (counsel for Mr. Polson) stated 
that the defendant would admit every allegation 


as to the sale of the liquors, so far as 
the prosecution was concerned. He (Mr. Sid- 

ney) was instructed by Mr. Polson to. admit 
the sale of the goods on his premises. Nothing had 

been sought to be concealed, as the defendant had all 

through acted in an open straightforward manner. The 
law, however, on the facts was the main question for 
the consideration of the bench. The defendant desired 
to have the opinion of their worships as to whether or 
not, upon the facts, which were uncontroverted, he had 
subjected himself to a penalty. It appeared that in 
1857 Mr. Polson entered into an agreement with Mr. 
Eggington, who was then the proprietor of the Eg- 
gington Hotel, to take out a license between 
them, the latter to have the benefit of such license 
for all his hotel purposes, and Mr. Polson, for the sale 
of his goods in his establishment. They accordingly 
entered into a sort of partnership, Mr. Eggington 
agreeing to become a tenant to Mr. Polson for the shop 

No. 11, Dame-street, together with the parlour in the 
rear of the premises, for a period of twelve years, 
at a rent of £88 per annum, each paying 
one-half of the expense attendant on the re- 
newal of the license. Subsequently Mr. Eg- 
gington wished to dispose of his interest in the 
hotel, and a person named Doyle (who was aware of the 
existence of the agreément between the parties) treated 
with him and purchased it. 

Mr. Porter said he thought Mr. Sidney was bringing 
matters before the court, connected with parties who 
had no locus standi in the case. 

Mr. Sidney said his motive in doing so was to estab- 
lish a foundation of law, and to show that there was such 
a partnership existing between the parties as conferred 
on Mr. Polson the right to the benefit of the license. 
| Mr. Eggington here stated, in reply to Mr Sidney, that 
all the premises were entered as required by law. 

Mr. Mulally, Supervisor of Inland Revenue, said 
they had never been entered, and that the license was in 
the name of another party. Mr. Eggington’s withdrawal 
of the entry of premises in favour of Mr. Doyle was here 
given in evidence). 

Mr. Doyle said he was the party whose name was now 
entered in the license. 

Mr. Sidney contended it was enacted by law that it 
was sufficient for one of two or more parties to take out 
a license in his own name, in order to enable others in 
partnership to trade upon it. There was only one ex- 
ception to this, and that was in the licenses of auctioneers. 
The offence charged in the present case was disposing 
of liquors on unlicenced premises, and be held that, 
if the fact of the establishment being duly and legally 
entered as licensed were proved, the cfficers of 
exise had no right whatever to interfere and find out 
who received the profits. (Counsel referred to the 3rd 
and 4th of William IV.,to establish his argument.) 

Mr. Eggington (in reply to Mr. Porter) stated he 
had assigned over his interest in the concern to Mr. 
Doyle, at his request, and did so without prejudice to 
Mr. Polson’s equity. 

Mr. Doyle said that as the time the premises were 
sold to him he had not been told anything by Mr. 

Eggington about Mr. Polson. He considered himself 
it was not legal for two persons to trade under one 
license. He was not aware of the existence of the 
agreement at the time he got up possession of the shop. 
Mr. Porter considered that in a court of equity theagree- 
ment entered into between the parties would be desig- 
nated a fraud. There was one thing, which, ashonour and 
probity, he (Mr. Porter) should say, wLich was that the 
present case was one more properly for the consideration 
of the Master of the Rolls, than for him or his brother 
magistrate. 

Mr. Sidney said they would give Mr. Doyle the plea- 
sure of appearing before his lordship next term. i 

Mr. Porter observed that he was sorry, an injunction 
had not been granted in the case at once, as the question 
could then be raised, whether or not the license 
taken out by the parties was a sufficient one. He 
thought it would be the better course to allow the case 
to stand over generally to afford an opportunity of re- 
viewing it in a higher court. 

Mr. Sidney suggested the propriety of taking a dis- 
miss of the summons, and than bringing the case before 
the Queen’s Bench. 

Mr. Porter thought it would be best to postpone 
it, and for the officer to report the matter to the Inland 
Revenue. 

The case was then postponed pro forma, for a fort- 
night. 

Disposing oF Spiritvous Liquors Ar ReEsTRICTED 
Hovurs.—Mr. Matthew Fagan, of No. 1, Bonham-street, 
vintner, was summoned before the magistrates to answer 
the complaint of the police authorities for having dis- 
posed of spirituous liquors on the night of the 27th July 
last, at prohibited hours. From the evidence of the 
police sergeant, it appeared that at a quarter past 
eleven o'clock on the night mentioned he entered 
the house of the defendant, and saw three men drinking 
atthe counter. Two of them had glasses of wine each 
before them, and the third some spirits. The sergeant 
ordered them to leave the premises, and they did so. 

Mr. Porter inquited why the defendant had been sum- 
moned for keeping open until a quarter past 11, as all 
publicans were allowed halfan hour’s grace to remove 
their customers and close the establishment. 

The sergeant stated that the premises in question 
were restricted to the legal hours. | 

Mr. Porter said he should dismiss the summons, as 
there had not been any proof that a sale took place 
after 11 o’clock. It was quite possible the liquors 
might have been purchased long before that hour, and 
he was prepared to say, that if a person entered a public 
house to get liquors before 11 o'clock, he was not bound 
to quit the premises at once.
